In my boyhood I used to hear my 
mother sing a song which had been 
popular in her childhood, the refrain 
of which went: 

“For Uncle Sam is rich enough 

To give us all a farm.” 

It seems to me that too many peo- 
ple today have the same sublime 
faith in the ability of “Uncle Sam” 
to make everybody rich. But what 
was literally true in the 1860's and 
’70’s is no longer true. 

The Government was giving away 
public lands to practically all comers 
in those days, but it wasn’t giving a- 
way money. It was merely giving 
people opportunity to create wealth, 
which is, of course, the product of 
jabor applied to natural resources 
and nothing else. 

What government is giving to peo- 
ple now is neither wealth nor op- 
portunity. It is merely money, and 
money which represents no wealth 
that has yet been created but which 
being borrowed against the future, 
must be made good by the labor of 


future generations.

Advertising Pays Buyer| 
Government Office Finds 


For Every Nickel Spent in Advertis- 


ing the Consumer Gets Fifty 
Cents in Benefits 


Who pays the cost of advertising ? 
The answer usually is prompt and 
confident: The customer. And that 
simple solution of an omnipotent eco- 
nomic problem leads many to con- 
clude that one more unnecessary 
burden is being loaded upon the !uck- 
less fellow at the erd of the line. 

Granting that the customer has to 
pay all the expenses of the means of 
persuading him to buy and article, 


| how much would he save if producers 
{and distributors abandoned agdvertis- 
Ving? An answer recently was given 
by an United States governmental of- 
| ficial who rates as an exceptional au- 
thority. Wroe Alderson, for more 
than eight years connected with the 
bureau cf foreign and domestic com- 
merce, has been in charge of exten- 
sive surveys to get at the most eco- 
nomical methods for conducting re- 


tail business, particularly in the gro- | 


cery and drug trades. 

Dealing with aavertising, Mr. Al- 
derson admits that the consimer 
must foot the bills, but he contends 
that the consumer in paying for a 
nickel’s worth of advertising gets 
50 cents worth of benefits in lower 
production, distribution and _ sales 
cost Advertising does scmething 
that has to be done if business is to 
reach worthwhile proportions, and 
| does it at the lowest possible cost. 

In fact, in the advertising 
the consumer merely is paying for 
his own education. He needs and 
wants the things he buys and finds 
in them a satisfaction commensurate 
with their cost, but he learns of the 
things that he needs through adver- 
tisements. There are other ways of 
making contact between producer 
and consumer, but in the main they 
all are more expensive. By the gen- 
eral process of advertising, the pro- 
ducer makes known to large num- 
bers of prospective customers the 
fact that the products are in the 
market and furnishes sufficient in- 
formation about them to create a de- 
sire for them. As Mr. Alderson 
phrases it, “Advertising minimizes 
the enormous cost of consumer inde- 
cision.” The results are accelerated 
turnover and reduction of time re- 
quired for each sales transaction. 

Speeded Turnover 

“The turnover is from three to ten 
times as great on an advertised pro- 
duct as it is on a product presented 
to the consumer by other means.” 
The result is greatly increased pro- 
duction with attendant economies 
which enable makers of generally ad- 
vertised products to give consumers, 
benefits in the way of improved qual- 
ity and lower prices.

LIVE AND CARCASS HOG 
GRADING 
The grading of hogs alive during 
the past twelve years has undoubt- 
edly been of great educational value. 
While a general selection according 
to desired type and general quality 
can be made when grading alive, it 
has always been recognized that the 
final determination of the quality can 
be arrived at orly by examination of 
the carcass. Continuous experiment- 
al work has been carried on with a 
view to solving some of the problems 
peculiar to Canadian conditions that 
would permit of the carcass grading. 
It is interesting to note that every 
other country shipping bacon to 
Great Britain has established a sys- 
tem of carcass grading for the pur- 
pose of standardizing and improving 
their bacon. On March 8, 1934, the 
Hog Grading Regulations were a- 
mended to penmit of voluntary grad- 
ing of hog carcasses. It is hoped, 
says the annual report of the Min- 
ister of the Dominion Department of

will provide a practical method for 
its general application.
